A San Diego telegram of the 18th

The intelligence was brought by spe­ 
cial courier from the capital to the Pa­ 
cific Coast, thence by packet to Pana­ 
ma and by cable this city. 
A m eetingofthe National Executive 
Committee of tho Union League of 
America will be had at the Collon- 
nade Hotel, Philadelphia, Thursday, 
August 26th, atone P. M. 
The notice 
says it is very important that all mem­ 
bers attend iu person or by substitutes. 
The Times says that the subscrip­ 
tions In Germany to indemntfy the 
Prussian Roman Catholic priests for 
the withdrawal of the State grauts, 
amounts to only 350,000 florins less 
than one half the sum withdrawn.

The New York Commercial Ad vert tier says it 
is doubtful whether Hoyt, Sprague A Co's 
creditors will receive more than 15 or 20 cents 
on the dollar. 
D. 
T. Corbin, Assistant District A ttorney of 
South Carolina, now in New York, reports 
public afTalrs in th a t State in better^eondl- 
tion. 
The Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows of New 
York yesterday elected John W. Stebbins 
Grand Master, and S. K. Ralph Grand Treas­ 
urer. 
The bond of the ussignee of Duncan, Sher­ 
m an A Co. has been fixed at $500,000. 
The New York m arket Is glutted wltii fine 
peaches, selling at 25cents per basket. 
Bessie Turner is writing a novel. 
The floods in the East have broken tho Erie 
Railroad in several places, stopping trains. 
The Governor of Montana dem ands that the 
Sioux Indians be punished. 


The San Diego World says, the In ­ 
dependents seem to be growing less 
independent, and, like our neighbor, 
getting into the fold of their love, the 
Republican party. Col. J. J. W a r ­ 
n e r , an aspirant for Congressional 
honoros, is among the recent converts. 


The San Diego World is inclined to 
the opinion th at the Express of this 
city is both sensational and unreliable. 
It supports its opinion with the follow­ 
ing extract from that paper: 
We have thought for some tim e th a t the Los 
Angeles Express had become sensational and 
unreliable, out th e following, from its issue 
of the 12th, would seem to indicate th a t it 
has either gone clear daft,or is determined to 
out do Darwin in upsetting long established 
and most excellent theories: “ Mrs. A. H .Ju d - 
son and Major Sacriste have lately become 
the fathers of bouncing boys.” Now, we are 
willing to believe th ato f the Major, b ut if 
Mrs. Judson has done that, w eshall consider 
it our duty to enter a most solemn protest 
against such an encroachment on the rights 
of man. 


S e n a t o r B o o t h and Governor P a ­ 
c h e c o will address the citizens of this 
city this evening. 
They are the lead­ 
ers of the Independent party, and two 
more popular men are not to be found 
in the State. 
We anticipate that they 
will speak to the largest assemblage 
that has been seen in this city during 
the present campaign. 
It will be an 
assemblage made up of members of all 
parties who desire to welcome among 
us a distinguished Senator and the 
Governor of the State. 


G e n t l e m e n who have traveled over 
the State from Siskiyou to San Diego, 
estimate th at the Democratic State 
ticket will be elected by a plurality 
majority of 
thirty-five 
thousand. 
These figures are, we think, placed a 
little two high. It looks now as though 
I r w i n would poll more votes tbau 
P h e l p s aud B i d w e i . l both. This es­ 
timate will not need changing between 
now and election day, for the reason 
that though m any votes are leaving 
B iD W E L L a n d going to P h e l p s , there 
is nodefection in the Democratic ranks. 
In this county hundreds of the In d e ­ 
pendents are going to the Democracy 
aud we shall not be surprised if I r ­ 
w i n ’s majority in Los Angeles coun­ 
ty foots up fully five hundred. 


T h e Chicago papers have gone into 
the business of discussing and if possi­ 
ble reforming female extravagance. 
It is dangerous ground, full of mines 
and torpedoes, which are likely to ex­ 
plode a t any moment and blow the 
Paul Pry meddler into fragments. W o­ 
men do spend a good deal of money on 
dress and jewelry but as the lady who 
wears plain clothes and deprives her­ 
self of fashionable ornaments, is not 
greatly admired by the gentlemen, it 
looks when wo go back from effect to 
cause very much as though the men 
are to blame for female extravagance 
after all.

The Janus-faced policy of the Los 
Angeles Express has attracted th e at- 
tentention of the San Diego World, 
and that paper proceeds to show up 
the hlpocracy of the concern in 
the 
more caustic 
than complimentary 
style: 
It is astonishing to sec how much m isrep­ 
resentation can l>e crowded in a half colum n 
urtiele, all under the plea of fairness. All 
tills species of writing the editor of th e Los 
Angeles Express is an adept. Willie pretend- 
ding merely to take a lively interest In the 
affairs of a county of which he was once a 
citizen, he lets no opportunity pass to per­ 
petrate an injustice upon some of tho candi­ 
dates of the Democratic party. Injustice, too 
th atls baaed upon falsehoods that a person 
of the intelligence of#thc editor of the Express 
should be asham ed to use. Each additional 
article from that paper shows a stronger crop- 
plngout of m isstatem ents, until it has be­ 
come evident rhat the editor is actuated by 
a felling of personal anim osity or a corrupt, 
one still more unworthy. In his recent ef­ 
fusion 
he merely reiterates 
stale 
slan­ 
ders, with some slight changes, and w ith the 
addition of attem pting to d ra g ln the names 
of some gentlem en of whom the m em ory of 
past friendship should lead h im to speak in 
the highest terms, and do everything to ad­ 
vance their Interests. 


The visit of Messrs. H u n t i n g t o n , 
C r o c k e r , G r a y and R e d d i n g of the 
Central and Southern Pacific Rail­ 
roads to this part of the State is likely 
to lead to more active progress iu the 
way of railroad building, and alse to 
more rapid improvements in Wil­ 
mington harbor. 
W e are informed 
that it is the purpose of the company 
to set several dredgers at work at their 
own expense on the bar. The South­ 
ern Pacific is to be pushed forward to 
the Colorado river as expeditiously as 
men aud material will do the work. 
The company still adhere to the deter­ 
mination to close the gap between this 
city and San Francisco by the first of 
next July. 
They also propose to build 
a branch road from the most availa­ 
ble point on the Southern Pacific in 
the Mojave valley to the m ines of In ­ 
yo county. This will be the shortest 
and most direct route from the ships 
in W ilm ington harbor to the Pana- 
m int and other m ines of Inyo. The 
party visited San Diego hay. They 
traveled over the route by stage, and 
express themselves well pleased with 
the route which they pronounce quite 
practical for railroad purposes. Mr. 
H u n t i n g t o n thinks it probable that 
theCom pany will commence this piece 
of road in a short time. 
I t is also in 
contemplation to construct a road 
from San Diego out to San Gorgonio 
Pass w hen a connection will be made 
with the Southern Pacific. TlteCom- 
pany have sent out a corps of engineers 
with instructions to survey a railroad 
route from San Diego to the Gila on 
the 32d parallel and it is not improb­ 
able that a road running out of San 
Diego over this route will be com­ 
menced before m any m onths have 
gone by. 
Thus it will be seen that 
the prospects of San Diego arc bright­ 
ening a n d the probabilities are strong 
for an early extension of the railroad 
facilities of Southern California. 


Blooded Horses. 


W ithin the past few years a num ­ 
ber of the wealthy residents of this 
valley have turned attention to the 
business of growing fine and fast hor­ 
ses. They have succeeded admirably 
and to-day Los Angeles county con­ 
tains some of the best stock in the 
State. From an exhaustive article cn 
“The Trotting Stakes’’ in a late num ­ 
ber of the San Francisca Spirit of the 
Times we clip the following: 
Tho renowned llyxdyk H am bletonluu lias 
Eohoru to battle for th e sceptre; and as her 
dam is by Magnolia, w hich we suppose is the 
American Star horse of that nam e, It is a 
trotting combination which has proved the 
very best. And yet if we are compelled to 
select the w inner of th e Spirit of the Timen 
Stakes of 1S75, from th e genealogical tree of 
the contestants, we would select Beautiful 
Bells as the sure enough victress. It would 
he difficult to combine a better pedigree for a 
trotter. Considerable linprceding in the line 
of the Clays, a purely gaited trotting family 
as there is, with the stoutest strains of th o r­ 
oughbred blood to give endurance and stam i­ 
na, for the darn of t lie mure was by Bussin- 
ger, her dam by W illiam I V th, by Trnnky, 
and the dam of Bass.lnger was by American 
Eclipse. Then the d am of Beautiful Bells 
was by Bay or Bald Chief, a rem arkably fast 
horse, an a bis dam was by K eokuk a son of 
Imp. Truffle. This m uch of h er pedegree is 
enough to show th a t she is rarely bred for a 
trotter, but rarely bred ones at times are of 
no account. We will select here however, 
and if she wins we will trum pet our powers 
of penetration and prediction, if she loses we 
will keep m um . This is the usual course of 
turf prophets, and about th e only safe course 
The race referred to is the Spirit of 
the Times Trotting Stake, m ile and re­ 
peat; fifty dollars entrance play or pay 
with three hundred 
dollars added. 
The trot will take place over the agri­ 
cultural Park courst, Sacramento on 
Wednesday 
September 
22d, 
1875, 
“Beautiful Bells,” the favorite of the 
Times editor is the property of our re­ 
spected citizen, Mr. L. J. R o s e of 
Sunny Slope Vineyard, an d “Echora” 
also another favorite is owned by an ­ 
other prom inent citizen of Los Ange­ 
les county,Mr. L. H. T i t u t , of Dew 
Drop. The two animals are worth prob­ 
ably ten thousand dollars each. They 
cannot be purchased for th a t money 
from the present owners. 
We shall 
not be surprised if in a few years Los 
Angeles valley produces some of the 
fastest trotting stock in the United 
States.

The Anaheim Gazette, a paper al­

An Oíd Whig Speaks. 


E d ito r H e ra ld .—I am nota voter 
—only a late comer, like thousands of 
others who have been enticed to come 
and settle among you by your genial 
climate, your fertile soil, your splen­ 
did scenery, and the grand develop­ 
ments now so fminent in your favored 
country. I am not a politician, 
though the time was, when for a long 
time, I felt the deepest Interest In the 
partizau politics of our country; but 
that was when our constitutionul 
compact was pure as it had been when 
it come from the hands of our fathers 
who made it, when Whigs and Demo­ 
crats (the only parties then known) 
vied with each other in efforts to pre­ 
serve it, but differed as to the right 
mode of carrying out its provisions. 
It was based then, as it is now, on 
fundamental principles, the same in­ 
alienable rights and security of man 
which agitated the land of our fore­ 
fathers centuries ago and brought to 
the block the crowned head of Charles 
the Second; the same that wafted our 
Pilgrim Fathers to Plymouth Rock; 
the same that landed our Cavalier 
Fathers on the sandy shores of South 
Carolina; the same that united the 
sous of those venerable devotees of 
liberty in the glorious struggle which 
resulted iu American freedom and be­ 
gan the work of universal emancipa­ 
tion from despotism and ail the evils 
of irresposible government. And that 
sacred compact is the 9ame under 
which we contended so fiercely for 
party supremacy from the halcyou 
days of 1832 to the dark and gloomy 
period of 1880-61, each party being 
loyal to the Constitution, as they be­ 
lieved; and it stands, this day, as much 
the very life and charter of our liber­ 
ties as it did then, except that, since 
the war, the Thirteenth, Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments have been 
added; but to these all may and all do 
agree, as they only enlarge the sphere 
of freedom and render a new defini­ 
tion to a single clause of the Constitu­ 
tion.And now, if it is so worthy of our 
veneration, so essential to our happi­ 
ness and existence as a nation, surely 
the man who speaks lightly or irrev­ 
erently of it in the presence of a large 
assemblage of American citizens is 
amenable to censure; and if he is or 
bus been the occupant of a high posi­ 
tion, his example justly calls for the 
most unmeasured denunciation of all 
true patriots. 
These reflections have been suggest­ 
ed by the address of ex-Governor 
Wood of Oregon to a large concourse 
of citizens of Los Angeles on Satur­ 
day evening last, in which he justified 
the dire abuses of the Republican 
party for the past ten years on the 
ground of “higher law,” regarding 
Constitution as effete if not vicious in 
its restraints and unworthy to stand 
in the way of progress. In other 
words, as impotent to cheq' .he ambi­ 
tious or vindictive purpose >f an un- 
truinraeled party, which, 
ider the 
guise of progress, ignores the very 
groundwork of our existence as a na­ 
tion and seeks to build up a central­ 
ized oligarchy to enslave us forever— 
for what else can our Government be, 
when shorn of State rights, as ex­ 
Governor Wood would have it ? His 
whole argument seemed to be nothing 
else but a rehash of those stale doc­ 
trines of the Republican party which 
have lain crushed and putrifying on 
the battle fields of political strife for 
the last ten years—nothing more than 
a Sophomore son of any Radical poli­ 
tician might be expected to rehearse. 
In his terrible denunciation of our 
Southern brethren, he seems to have 
carefully studied the reports of major­ 
ities of committees wiio, like himself, 
were picked and packed to misrepre­ 
sent facts to sustain the Administra­ 
tion; but the counter reports of minor­ 
ities, whose statements were tried and 
have led the people everywhere to 
stamp the party with infamy, he cer­ 
tainly forgot or intentionally disre­ 
garded. His speech was simply a 
fiery exhortation, delivered with such 
impetuosity and mannerism that it 
outstripped all criticism, as he went 
bounding from one point to another, 
dealing out to our down-trodden 
brethren of the South the same whole­ 
sale abuse and vilification that were 
hurled so furiously against them by 
his party in the dark days of recon­ 
struction.
